The remedial education program will 
be specifically involved with helping a student 
in his school work. The aim of this program 
is to try and improve the students individual 
image of education. 

Remedial Courses will be given in 


Reading Comprehension, Math and English, 
Job holding and Job aduancemene attitudes. 

The Vocational Program will genera¬ 
lize in mechanical skills with special empha¬ 
sis on preparing machine operators factory 
helpers and sheek metal helpers.
